In  case  any  such  judgment,  decree,  order,  or  sen- 
tence shall  be  given  or  pronounced  for  or  in  respect  of 
any  sum  or  matter  at  issue  above  the  amount  or  value 
of  three  hundred  pounds  sterling  (300/.),  or  in  case

SALARIES’  BY-LAW,  1S88. 


A By-Law  to  regulate  and  determine  the  Salaries  of 
Municipal  Officers  for  the  Municipality  of  the  City 
of  New  Westminster  for  the  year  18SS. 

BE  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
the  City  of  New  Westminster,  as  follows: — 

1.  The  salary  of  the  Clerk,  Assessor  and  Collector 
shall  ne  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month. 

2.  The  salary  of  the  Constables  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  seventy -one  dollars  each  per  month. 

3.  The  salary  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Lock-up,  Police 
Court  Clerk,  Assistant  Constable  and  Tax  Collector 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  forty-five  dollars  per  month. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Caretaker  of  fire  apparatus  and  Council  Chamber, 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  sixty  dollars  per  month. 

5.  The  salary  of  the  City  Solicitor  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

6.  The  salary  of  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

7.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Salaries’  By-
